Every young man wants to give his girl a boat ride, and the girl is usually 
foolish enough to accept the invitation without knowing whether her escort 
can row a boat or whelher lie can swim a stroke. The case is much worse 
when several couples pile in!o n boat and when some 
of 
them 
wholly 


ignorant or regardless of the danger begin to rock the boat "to scare 
the girls." 


Xunierous drownings have occurred from this dangerous fooling in an 


overloaded boat, and it is lo bo presumed that numerous others will result 
from tha same cause this summer, because it is entirely hopeless to stop 
the evil in one season or even in it dozen seasons. It is not nn unusual (hint; 
to see young men under the influence of iiito.waling liquors out boat ridim: 
with young women.
